In determining his net income, apoti 
which the tax.is assessed, the farmer 
may deduct all necessary expenses in- 
curred in the’ operation of his. farm 
during the year.. These include cost 
of cultivation, harvesting and. market- 
ing of his crops, the cost of seed and 
fertilizer used, amount spent in repair 
to farm buildings other than the dwel- 
ling, and to fences and machinery. 
The cost of farm todis used up in the 
course of the year, wages paid to em- 
ployes other than domestic servants, 
and rent paid for farm-land and. build- 
ings (other than dwelling) and ‘deduct- 
ible items,
